The University of Omaha 
Board of Regents hired 13 new 
faculty members, promoted sev- 
en, and rehired 57 for the 1964- 
65 year.

Bail Cites Need For 
Long Term Head At OU 


“This hag been a great experi. 
ence” Dr. Milo Bail says when 
he reflects over his years as 
chief administrator of Omaha 
University. The president an- 
nounced his plans to retire in 
September, 1965, at the Board 
of Regents meeting last Thurs- 
day. 

Dr. Bail said he chose this 
time to retire because there is 
a crisis facing higher education 
and the university should have 
a leader to direct it for at least 
ten more continuous years. By 
the time of his retirement he 
will be 66 years old and doesn’t 
believe in a year by year “piece- 
meal.” This will also give the 
board 18 months to find a re- 
placement and will enable the 
new administrator to work 
closely with Dr. Bail before ho 
leaves, 

During the next 18 months 
Dr. Bail plans to lay the ground- 
work for several improvements. 
Work has begun on a new com- 
puter area in the Applied Arts 
Building. The president stressed 
that more labs for physics, math 
and engineering are needed bad- 
ly.. He also wants to lay the 
foundation for a technical in- 
stitute which would offer a two 
year program to high school 
graduates so they could develop 
a marketable skill. 

Dr. Bail is also working to- 
wards the creditation of the Col- 
lege of Business Administration 
and cited the wonderful work 
they have been doing. 

Of course the president said 
there is the matter of taking 
care of the students the univer- 
sity has now as well as the mat- 
ter of continuing the education 
of adults in Omaha. Because of 
the change taking place in our 
society adults now have more 


leisure time and can find the 
hours to go to school for credit 
as well as non credit courses. 
Dr. Bail also pointed out that 
the average individual can ex- 
pect to work on three or four 
jobs during his lifetime because 
of autorhation and must keep up 
his education. 


When asked what his plans 
were after he retires the presi- 
dent said there was “a lot of 
reading I want to do” and also 
some conversed with regard 
to going to a school and teach- 
ing for another year or two 
where the retirement age isn’t 
until 70. However, nothing def- 
inite has been indicated. After 
Dr. and Mrs. Bail move into 
their 14th story apartment in 
the Masonic Manor he will be 
able “to view the campus” and 
be sure everything is running 
smoothly. 


Dr. Bail feels the greatest ac- 
complishment at the University 
has been the caliber of faculty 
he has hired over the years. 
“We have a faculty no one need 
apologize for;” he said that is 
what makes a great university. 


The president is also proud 
of the attitude of students who 
attend OU who seriously want 
to learn and leave the image of 
“West Dodge High” far in the 
past. ; 


Dr. Bail has one concept that 
he feels really might reorganize 
the university. He made the 
comparison with the “Do Not 
Disturb” sign that a tired trav- 
eler puts on his door when he 
wants to rest. If every faculty 
member as well as_ student 
would put that sign on his door 
for two hours a day and just 
think, more great ideas would 
probably come forth.
